ELECTION COMMISSION OF INDIA 

NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 24th Match, 1998 

0*N. 217 (E).—^Whereas the Election Commission of India, by its Notification No. 464/Sch-III/98( 1), dated the 28th 
January, 1998, issued under Section 30 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) had appointed the 28th 
February, 1998 (Saturday) as the date of poll in 2-Mandi Parliamentary Constituency in the State of Himachal Pradesh and 
4-Ladakh Parliamentary Constituency in the State of Jammu and Kashmir; and 

Whereas after taking into account all material circumstances as reported by the State Governments, the Chief Elec¬ 
toral Officers and others concerned, the Election Commission of India, after being satisfied that it was not possible to take the 
poll on 28th February, 1998 as scheduled, on account of unavoidable circumstances due to adverse weather conditions and for 
sufficient cause, postponed the poll to be taken in the said two Parliamentary Constituencies to the 21st June, 1998; and 

Whereas the Government of Himachal Pradesh has written to the Commission stating that the poll in 2-Mandi 
Parliamentary Constituency in the State which was postponed should be held either before June 12, 1998 or after June 23, 
1998 as a large number of seasonal and regional festivals will take place in these areas during the period from 12th June to 
23rd June, 1998 in which most of the local folks will participate; and 

Whereas, the Chief Electoral Officer, Jammu and Kashmir has also informed that the weather conditions in 4‘-Ladakh 
Parliamentary Constituency in Jammu and Kashmir are improving and it will be possible to hold the poll in the constituency 
in the first week of June, 1998; and 

Whereas the Government of Himachal Pradesh has also informed that because of improvement in the weather condi¬ 
tions, it would be possible to take the poll in 2-Mandi Parliamentary Constituency in the first week of June, 1998; and 

WHiereas, the Commission has decided to hold the poll in all snow bound constituencies in Himachal Pradesh and 
Jammu and Kashmir on the same date; and 

Whereas, after taking into account all material circumstances as reported by the State Governments, the Chief Elec¬ 
toral Officers and others concerned, the Election Commisssion of India is satisfied that it is now possible to take the poll in 
2-Mandi Parliamentary Constituency in Himachal Pradesh and 4-Ladakh Parliamentary Constituency in Jammu and Kashmir 
in the first week of June 1998; 

Now therefore, in eicercise of the powers conferred by Section 30 of the Representation of the People Act, 1951 (43 
of 1951) read with Section2l of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), the Election Commission ofindia, hereby makes 
the following further amendments to its notification dated the 28th January, 1998, referred to above, namely 

In the Schedule to the said notification : 

(a) under item “3-Himachal Pradesh’', against the entiy “2-Mandi" in column 1, for the existing entry in column 2, 
the entry “3rd June, 1998 (Wednesday)" shall be substituted; and 

(b) under item “4-Jammu and Kashmir", against the entry "4-Ladakh” in column 1, for the existing entry in column 
2, the entry “3rd June, 1998 (Wednesday)" shall be substituted.
